Dr. Chapman Refused to Sign Any 
‘Vouchers for Reduction Co. Un- 
Assured That Contracts 
Would Be Fulfilled.

At Thireday’s meeting of the Board of 
Health ere was a tilt between Acting 
Health Commissioner C. W. Francis end 
Dr. H. N! Chapman, a member of the board, 
anent garbage question. 

The at words followed a declara- 
tion by . Chapman that in the future he 
would refuse to sign any vouchers in favor 
of “Col.!’ Ed Butler's garbage reduction 
company unless he had assurance that the 
collectors of the city refuse had fully car- 
ried out their contract. 

‘T would advise you,” said Mr. Francis, 
who was presiding, ‘‘to be more guarded in 
your remarks. There are newspaper men 
present, and they will publish all you say, 
and ag soon as the garbage contractors 
hear it they are liable to withdraw all their 
warons and let the garbage go uncollected 
altogether.”’ 

PERSIFL-AGE AND VERBI-AGE. 

Dr. Chapman said that, for his part, he 
was willing that the wagons should be with- 
@rawn. He declared that the wagons are 
not doing the city any good, and that it is 
high time that the whole matter be brought 
to a crisis. 

‘Mr. Francis declared that the collectors 
are more than fulfilling their contract; that 
they are collecting more garbage than the 
contract calls for. They are not required, 
he said, to walk more than five feet from 
the wagons to collect garbage, and they 
are not required to touch any receptacle 
except those of the kind which the ordi- 
nance specifies. He said that some persons 
keep their garbage in the back yard with 
the gate locked. 

“The garbage at my house,’ said Dr. 
Chapman, “is kept in an airtight wash- 
boiler, always with the lid on. It is not 
collected sometimes for two or three days. 
Isn't that a proper receptacle?”

POLICE FORCE HAS USED UP 
LAKE CITY’S SUPPLY. 


STORES SEEK ST. LOUISANS

They Want Long, Nice-Looking Fel- 
lows to Act as Floor 
Walkers. 


Are you tall and of good appearance? 

Do you want a permanent position and a 
good salary? 

If so, go to Chicago. 

Chicago wants tall men, of good appear- 
ance. There is a shortage of long men in 
Chicago, and, doubtless, an oversupply of 


‘‘shorties.”’ 

In other words, Chicago is short on longs 
and long on shorts. 

A Chicago store advertises in St. Louis 
papers for ‘‘competent floor managers; per- 
manent positions and good salaries paid to 
experienced men; must be tail, of good ap- 

ce es 


pearance. 

Chicago is a large city. It claims to be 
larger than St. Louis. Nevertheless, it 
would seem that the townspeople in the 
main are short and pudgy. 

A former Chicagoan who emigrated to 
St. Louis is of opinion that the lake co ty 
has used up all its tall men for the po.ice 
force. 

“In Chicago,’’ says he, ‘“‘one of the re- 
qucomen’s for eligibility to the oli e 
orce is the ability to stand flatfooted and 
blow out the gas in the street lamps. 

“They are not required to blow out the 
gas, but merely to give object les-ons to 
rural visitors as to what may happen if 
the gas is blgwn out. In order to do this 
the policeman must be tall enough to huld 
his mouth over the jet and inhale the 
fumes. 

“There is no doubt that this remarka- 
ble requirement for policemen has caus2d 
the using up of all the supply of tall mcn 
in Chicago, leaving none for floor walkers. 

“A floorwalker, of course, must be tall. 
He must be able to look over the heads 
of the clerks and the customers, so that he 
can see all that is going on and go that 
he can be seen by the young woman who 
wants to know where the bargain counter 
for pins is. 

“As to good appearance, I believe there 
are some Chicagoans who fulfill that re- 
quirement, though of course, they lack the 
requisite tallness. It is a mistake to jump 
at the conclusion, on account of this ad- 
vertisement, that Chicagoans are a race 
of dwarfs, If it wasn't for the police force 
there would be enough tall men left to 
£0 round —, the department stores. 

“There is really nothing in the lake 
breeze, or in the zephyrs which float from 
the Chicago river, to stunt the growth 
of the people; and I say this with full 
knowledge of the fact that that same rivor 
was named Chicago by the Indians, mean- 
ing polecat in their language.

Tracks Are Along De Baliviere Avenue 
From Forsythe Junction to 
Northern Edge of the Fair 
Site. 


During the darkness of Thursday night 
and the early hours of Friday morning, a 
large force of workmen employed by the 
Wabash .Rallway laid a double track on De 
Baliviere avenue, from Forsythe Junction 
to the northern edge of the World's Fair 
grounds. 

While the workmen were so employed, or 
possibly before they began, Attorneys 
George 8. Grover and C. N. Travous of the 
Wabash legal department drew up a pe- 
tition for an injunction restraining the 
City of St. Louis from tearing up the 
tracks thus laid, 

The petition was presented to Judge 
Zachritz who agreed to issue the injunc- 
tion on the filing of a $2000 bond by the 
company. 

The bond was filed with the circuit clerk 
Friday morning, and, at 11 o'clock, a deputy 
sheriff served a copy of the injunction on 
Mayor Wells. 

The mayor was taken almost entirely by 
surprise. 

Only five minutes prior to the arrival of 
the deputy sheriff he had received his first 
intimation of the laying of the tracks on 
De Baliviere avenue. 

The informatign came to him in the shape 
of a message fr the World’s Fair head- 
quarters, west of Forest Park. 


MAYOR ACCEPTED SERVICE. 
Mayor Wells accepted the service and 
sent for City Counselor Bates. He also sent 
word to the street department and Acting 
Street Commissioner George B. Stroup re- 
sponded, in the absence of Mr. Varrell- 
mann, who is out of the city. * 


Mr. Bates informed the mayor that in 
view of the issuing of the injunction the 
city could take no action looking toward 
the removal of the tracks at once. 

The injunction ordered the city to show 
cause hefore Judge Zachritzg on Sept. 10, at 
16 o’clock in the morning, why it should 
not be perpetually enjoined from removing 
the tracks or interfering in any way with 
the operation of the Wabash* trains across 
the tracks. 

Mr. Bates and the mayor then agreed 
that nothing would be done until the city 
filed its return to the injunction notice in 
court. 

The injunction petition filed by Messrs. 
Grover and Travous was a lengthy docu- 
ment. It did not mention the fact that the 
Veabash workmen laid the tracks Thursday 
night. 

It merely declared that the company had 
built tracks along De Baliviere avenue 
from Forsythe junction south to the expo- 
sition grounds and that the city con- 
templated tearing up the tracks. 


BASIS OF PETITION. 

The petition was based on the ground that 
the Wabash company acquired the right to 
use De Baliviere avenue in 1876 when it 
purchased the North Missouri road that 
owned the tract across on which De Bali- 
viere avenue was afterwards opened. 

It declared incidentally that the tracks 
laid by the company on De Baliviere avenue 
did not interfere with the use of the street 
for other purposes. 

After being served with the notice, Mayor 
Wells said to the Post-Dispatch: 

“T am informed by the city cdunselor that 
we can do nothing until the matter comes 
up for a hearing next Wednesday before 
Judge Zachirtz. 

“I was surprised to hear this morning 
that the tracks had been laid on De Bal.- 
viere avenue. The city has not issued 
to the Wabash Railway any perm.t to 
build a track on that street. 

“Tf they have a legal right to build a 
track there, of course there is nothing I 


can do to compel them to tear it up. 
CITY COUNSELOR SURPRISED. 


“But if De Baliviere avenue is a street 
that belongs to the public, I shall cer- 
tainly take all steps within my power to 
have it restored to the public and the 
tracks removed.”’ 

City Counselor Bates said to the Post- 
Dispatch at noon Friday that the matter 
had been,referred to him only a few min- 
utes before and that he could not’ discuss 
its legal aspects without a more thorough 
investigation of the subjects. 

He added in response to a question, how- 
ever, that if the Wabash had any legal 
right to build a track along De Baliviere 
avenue, he had not been informed of it. 

The invasion of the Catlin track by the 
Wabash force of night tracklayers is the 
most sensational of the many episodes that 
have grown out of the controversy over 
the property adjoining the World's Fair 
site on the north. 

This tract commands the most important 
approahes to the Fair site. The Fair or- 
ganization plannéd to buy it originally, but 
finally gave up the effort after a series of 
unsuccessful negotiations and a share of 
legal battles. 

Both the Celorado line and the Wabash 


run into Forsythe Junction, which is at De 
Baliviere avenue, about yatds north of 
the park and the World's Fair site. 

Many conferences have been held between 
the owners of the Catlin tract, the Fair 
officials and the railrvad representatives 
to provide for a plan oy which all could 
be satished with reference to the disposi- 
tion of the property, and the tracks for 
the Fair, but mone were successful. , 

Finally the Wabash resorted to heroic 
measures. 

It is now up ito the other parties at in- 
terest to force them to remove the tracks. 

Along the porven of “De Eeviviese ave- 
nue where the Wabash built hursday 
night the double traek of a transit company 
is located leading to the Lindell pavilion 
in Forest Park. 

Near this pavilion is the northeast cor- 

orid's Fair ounds. It was

Had Annoyed White Woman 
in East St, Louis. 
SHE RAN INTO A~ SALOON 
MEN PURSUED NEGRO.» 


He Escaped Once, but Was Recaptured | 
and on Second Escape Eight Shots 
Were Fired and Six 
Took Effect. 


William Sherman,’ a negro, was shot to 
death by citizens of East St. Louis late 
Thursday night, after having followed a 
young white woman, whom he annoyed by 
attempting to speak to her. 

Eight shots were fired by the negro, as 
he broke from the grasp .of . Policemen 
Ryan and Fahey, near the police station, 
and started te run down Third street. 

Sis shots riddled the man’s body, and 
he died soon after being taken to St. Mary's 
Hospital. His body is not at Domhoff's 
undertaking rooms. ; 

Miss Sarah McDonald of 231 South Sixth 
street, an employe of the Bell telephone 
exchange, made the complaint which re- 
sulted in Sherman's arrest. 

The negro followed her as she was on 
her way home. When he spoke to her she 
commenced to run. The negro started run- 
ning in pursuit of her. She turned into 
Tony Stucker’s saloon at Main and Gaty 
etreets. 

To a half-dozen men standing:-at the bar 
Miss McDonald appealed for protection. 
The men stepped outside, and while two 
escorted the girl to her home, the rest 
gave chase. Policemen Ryan and Fahay 
joined in the pursuit, and gained on the 
man rapidly. At Bond and Fifth streets 
they overtodk him. 


CAPTURED SECOND TIME. 
As Fahey was about to sieze the negro, 


neck with a bottle, fellmg him. Ryag 
fired a shot, which struck the negro in the 
palm. Then both the policemen resumed the 
chase and caught the man after running a 
block. 

They telephoned for a wagon and nearly 
reached the station when the prisoner 
broke away from them and jumped to the 
ground.

HOW 10 PUT 


September is the month for pickle making, and 
there are many men and women who think no 
bought pickles and sauces taste like those made 
at home. The following are some ‘‘true and 


tried’ recipes: 


Pickled Gherkins. 

Have ready 200 small cucumbers which 
have been well washed and wiped dry. 
Mix three quarts of vinegar, a pint of salt, 
an ounce of white pepper, two ounces of 
mustard seed, half an ounce of mace, an 
ounce of ginger root, and boil for ten min- 
utes. Pour the liquid hot over the cucum- 
bers. When they are cold,. add a table- 
spoonful of mustard and half a tablespoon- 
ful of cayenne pepper.

Wash a peck of green tomatoes and a 
dozen large green peppers, and peel two 
quarts of red onions. f Remove the seeds 
from the peppers, and cut each tomato, 
pepper and onion in halves and then in 
slices. Put them in a big receptacle, 
sprinkle with three cupfuls of salt, and 
cover with cold water. Let the fruit stand 
in this brine for twenty-four hours. Then 
drain through a colander and rinse each 
colanderful with fresh cold water. Put it 
into a preserving kettle, pour over it two 
quarts of cider vinegar, half a pound of 
yellow mustard seeds, two big tablespoons- 


;ful each of ground cloves, cinnamon and 


mace, and boil until the fruit is very tender. 
Fill into jars and cover closely. It will 
keep for yearye. 


Sweet Tomato Pickle. 

Slice a peck of green tomatoes ai.d six 
large onions. Sprinkle them with one cup- 
ful of salt and let them stand until the 
next day... Then drain and cover with two 
quarts of water and a quart of vinegar. 
Roll for 15 minutes and drain again, throw- 
ing away the liquid. Sprinkle with two 
pounds of sugar, two quarts of vinegar,

Stuffed Peppers. 

Cut a small opening at the stem ends 
of large green peppers and remove the 
see.le. Make filltng in the proportion of a 
cupful of white mustard secd, three table- 
spoonfuls of celery seed, half a cupful of 
grated horseradish and two tabiespoonfuls 
of salt to every two quarts of chopped cab- 


bage. Vill each pepper with the mixture, 


and cucumber. Put on the stem end, tle it 
securely over and cover with cold vinegar 
in a stone jar. 


Pickled Cauliflower. 

Cut in pieces two cauliflowers, 2 pint 
of small unions and three red peppers of 
medium size. Let them stand over night in 
a brine made of a cupful of salt aed wa- 
ter to cover them. The next morning drain. 
Heat two quarts of vinegar with, four 
tablespoonfuls of mustard, add the mixture 
and bei] 15 minutes cr until the caulifower 
is tender. 


Chow Chow. | 

Cut into pleces a half peck of green 
tomatoes, two large cabbages, 14 onions and 
24 cucumbers. Pack them in lavers with 
salt anc leave over night. The next morn- 
ing drain off the brine, cover with vinewar 
weakened with water and let them stand 
ov»: another night. Drain again. Have 
ready one and a half gallons of boiling 
vinegar, with which have been cooked a 
pint of grated horseradish, a half pound of 
mustard seed, a half cupful of ground pep- 
‘per, an ounce of celery seed, a half cupful 
of turmeric, a half cupful of clnnamon and 
four pounds of sugar. Turn the vinegar 
mixture over the vegetavies. When they 
are cold add a nalf pound of ground mus- 
tard and a cupful of salad oll. Mix thor- 
oughly ard keep in jars. 


Tomato Catsup. 
Chop fine four green peppers and four 
smal! onions. Add two tablespoonfuls each 
of salt, ginger, mustard, brown sugar, cin- 
namon and nutmeg. Boil with 17 ripe to- 
matoes in a quart of vinegar for about 
three hours, stirring often. Bottle while 
hot.

Ogie it was resolved to ratify the adoption 
of the Chicago The vote was 5 to 4, 

Weber being absent. Those voting in 
ffirmative were Messrs. Monk, Kirch- 
®.uth, Ogle and Schell; in the nega- 
tive, Messrs. Gintz, Ehret, Halstead and 


Gundlach. . 

Just before the vote was taken the board 
received another communication from the 
Trades and Labor Assembly, protesting 
against the adoption of the nonunion publi- 
cation.

BOUNTIFUL SUPPLY OF FORAGE 


Secretary Ellis of State Board of Agri- 
culture Warns Farms to Be 
Cautious With Hogs. 


Sperial to the Post-Dispatch. 

COLUMBIA, Sept. 5.—Secretary George 
B. Ellis of the State Board of Agriculture 
has issued a summary of crop conditions 
for August. His corn estimate is based upon 
the yleld of 1895, which was 38 bushels to 
the acre, and is considered normal or 10. 
His summary is as follows: 

The month of August has been very favorable 
for maturing the corn crop and making an abun- 
Gapce of fall pasture. A wore bountiful crop of 


forage and ain has never been produced in 
the state. The drouth in the soutbeast counties 
has broken and the rains there will be of 
great nefit to fall peetures and forage ep 
— gat the ground in good shape for plowing for 
whent. 

Oorn—The condition of the corn cro has im- 
prves during the month, and is now laced at 
OR for the state. The only section showing an 
average below 100 ‘e the southeast, where the ave. 
ersge is 02. In the southeast section only half 
the number of correspondents place the conditions 
below 100, while the others put the figures at from 
100 to 133. Cage all the large corn-producing 
counties have the highest avera » and many phe. 
nomenal yields are expected. Most of the crop is 
now made, but it needs fair weather and norma! 
temperature to rpen it eo it will keep well. It 
is too early to estimate accurately the average 
yield. But it is conservative to state that with 
the large acrea the total production will consid 
erably exceed that of 1885, which was the largest 
crop on record for this state. 

orage crops-—-There was sown a very large acre- 
age.of sorghum, kaffic corn, millet, cowpeas and 
other forage crops this year, ‘and it has made an 
abundant yield, and if the farmers have good 
weather in which to harvest this forage, it wil! 
not require a great deal of other grain to take the 
stock through the winter. 

Potatoes—The raine have caused some loss in 
the potato crop by rotting. But the crop Is placed 
about en average, both in quality and yeld. The 
average conditions on quality is 103, and on yield 
100, compared with an average crop. 

Cotton--The cotton crop has been damaged some 
by drouth in the southeast counties, but the crop 
is in fairly d condition; 83 for the average. 

Clover -As most of the clover was killed by 
last year’s drouth and but very little spring sced 
ing is cut for seed, there will be a very ligit 
seed crop. The excessive wet weather which pro- 
motes stalk growth, is not favorable for a d 
seed crop. ere was a very suiell acreage har- 
vested last yegr, and this year the acreage is es- 
timated at only 8 per cent above inst. he con- 
dition of the seed crop is placed at 88.

The farm- 
ers should be very careful about shipping hogs, and 
naving them shipped ooly in cars that have been 
thoroughly dis'‘nfected, and not unicaded in any 
public stockyards where there is most always dan 
ger of infection, What bogs ere iv the country 
ought to make the owners good money this year, 
and farmers cannot be too careful about prevent- 
ing the epread of a scourge.
